Mexico City, Feb. 18—Yield ing to the solicitation of. the Sen- 


ate. General lluerta tonight proclaimed himself provisional presi- 
dent of Mexico. At the same time, the Federal troops, which have 
engaged the rebe]s in general fighting throughout the city during 
the past week, deserted President Madero "s standard and all firing1 


ceased. After the government forces had deserted the palace. 
President Madero, brother and family were all placed under ar- 
rest by rebel soldiers and the rebellion is over. 


General Felix Diaz, nephew of former President Diaz, who was 


the leader of the revolution against Madero. was at once made 
commander-in-c-hief of the army but it is thought 
that he will 


eventually be made chief executive. Toward this end, he has re- 
ceived assurance of support from his uncle, former President 
Diaz and, it is understood that practically all 
foreign 
influence 


•will be thrown in the same direction. 


People Rejoice 


As soon as the rebellion was 


caled off. Federal and rebel sol- 
diers, who had 
been 
fighting 


fiercely only several hours before, 
mingled freely with each other 
and the populace entered into the 
rejoicing that peace was in sight, j 
Just what will be the 
fate of 


Madero and his family had not 
been intimated tonight but it is 
thought that the defeated presi- 
dent will be banished from 
the 


country. 


Fails to Keep Promises 
Madero was elevated to the 


presidency of the Mexican repub- 
lic \vhen Porfiero Diaz was com- 
pelled to relinquish the office, fol- 
lowing- a-jrebellion in. which the 
principal" "demand of the people 
was that they and not a few of 
the wealthy should own the hind. 
Madero promised relief but 
the 


Mexicans tired awaiting the ful- 
fillment of his promises and Gen. 
Felix Diaz had little 
trouble 


starting a new rebellion.
